LONDON, Jan. 6.~Although news bce 
Capétown is cabled meagerly, the brief dis- 
patches coming in to-day clearly indicate 
that the Jami invasion of the Transvaal | 
was part of a well-planned conspiracy to 
wrest a part of the territory from the 
Boers, if not overturn and absorb the 
Kruger ‘Republic in a new government 
fashioned by the conspirators. 2 
So far exact details ot the inception and 
growth of the conspiracy, as well as the per- 


sonality of the chief plotters, are lacking. 
But it is known that Jamison was chosen to 
carry the plans into execution, and there 
Was to be an uprising of Uitlanders (aliens) 
at Johannesburg in cd-operation with Jami- 
son, and that the failure of the expected 
revolt is what caused the plans of the con- 
spirators to miscarry and jed to the crush- 
ing of Jamison’s expedition so quickly by 
the Boers: To-day's dispatches show that 
on last Tuesday there was intense excite- 
ment at Johannesburg, peopled and con- 
trolled by Uitlanders, the people hu ng 
into the town from the mines and outly~ 
ing country. The Central Committeemen 
constituted themsélves a provisional Gov- 
ernnten for the towm and annouced that 


it against any body of Boers. 
The provisional Government was 
lished in the Consolldated Gold Fields 
ing and three Maxim guns were placed 
in advantageous position about it. 
Dr. Jamison, at that time, was hourly. ex- 
pected at Johannesburg. Crowds of people 
surrounded the Consolidated Gold Fields 
building, and the work of recruiting was in 
full swing. Numerous le left the town 
during the night in bands of fifty each. 
Later the new Government sent the fol- 
lowing communication to Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson, the Governor of Cape Colony: 

We ve absolute information that a 
large body of Boers has been commanded to 
immediately attack Jchannesburg and shoot 
on sight all who have been concerned in the 
agitation. Affairs are so critical that we 
ask you to intervene to protect the lives of 
3 who have long agttated legally thelr 
The new Government then sent an ulti- 
matum to the Government of President 
Kruger, who proposed a conference at 
Pretoria on the following day, Wednesday. 
It was here that the conspiracy failed. 
The denutation of. Uitlanders went to Pre- 
toria and was received by Kruger, who 
made them that he would take 
off the duties on foodstuffs and would sup- 
port equal subsidies for the schools of al! 
languages. He would also, he said, advo- 
cate the desired change in the franchise. 
This seems to ae fully sausfled the Uit- 
who declined to further carry out 
the purposes of their leaders and thus left 
— 2 to fight his battle with the Boers 


Jamison’s expedition encountered the 
Boers Wednesday and the first fight fol- 
lowed, in which the freebooters were de- 
feated and compelled to retreat. 
Jamison’s column, originally about 700 
men, moved southward, fighting hard all 
the way throughout the night and event- 
ually reached Vlakvontein, six miles from 
Johangesburg, on Thursday morning, when 
the cOlumn was completely surrounded by 
a force of 4,800 Boers. In spite of this, Dr. 
Jamison’s followers fought stubbornly until 
noon, when all their cartridges were ex- 
hausted. In addition they had not tasted 
food for twenty-four hours and were worn 
out with fatigue. But the white flag was 
not hoisted by Dr. Jamison’s orders. 
It is ‘Known that Dr. Jamison expected 
2,000 Uitlanders to join him at Krugersdorp. 
The Dutch press is jubilant at this lower- 
ing of British prestige and advocates the 
incorporation of Rhodsia“ with the Trans- 
vaal Republic.

Thése are Henry. M. Stanley and Hengy 
Labouchere. Stanley testified to American 
earnestness and hostility last November. He 
was the first man to declare that there is a 
war spirit against England. Now inter- 
viewed here he says: 

“If this unfortunate migunderstanding 
with America be not quickly adjusted on an 
amicable line, it is likely to cost us dear. 
Upon the Monroe doctrine we heard an ex- 
pression of true American feeling, unbiased 
altogether by Irish faction hatred. Far 
from the President's message being an 
electioneering dodge, suddenly conceived, I 
am satisfied that it had long been pre-deter- 
mined, and was practically necessiteted as 
voicing the lgng-restrained expre n of 
the national conviction.” : 

Stanley says that while in America, where 
he expected to see a warmth of friendliness 
for England, he found only resentment and 
bitter hostility.

Serious Reports of Intrigue in Nicar- 
agua. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—A special to a local 
paper from Washington says: A more im- 
portant issue than that over the Venezuelan 
boundary may be raised between the United 


States and Great Britain if recent rts 
from Nicaragua shall be confirmed by later 
developments. The. substance of these re- 
ports, sustained by important evidence, is 
that British interests are reaching out for 
the control of the Nicaraguan Canal, and 
that the Government is being urged to an- 
nul t charter of the existing corporation. 
The reports of British intrigue in Nicaragua 
which have deen sent to the State Depart- 
ment are likely to receltve serious attention 
before the transmission of the report of the 
Nicaraguan Commission to Congress and 
may give a sensational turn to the expected 
special message of the President on the 
subject.
